I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Seventeenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District 
of  Orrell,  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1925. 


Estimated  Population,  7,147.  Census  return,  June,  1921,  6,775. 

Births.— The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  124  ,  59  males 
and  65  females  ;  rate  17-3  per  1,000  ;  1924,  17-5  ;  mean  average  for 
the  past  ten  years,  21*5.  There  were  5  illegitimate  births,  2  males 
and  3  females  ;  1924,  3.  Percentage  to  total  births,  4-03  ;  1924,  2*4. 
The  births  exceeded  the  deaths  by  49  ;  1924,  36.  The  mean  average 
for  the  past  ten  years  was  64.

— The  nett  deaths  from  all  causes  belonging  to  the  district 
numbered  75,  35  males  and  40  females;  rate  10*4  per  1,000;  1924, 
12*0.  41  deaths  occurred  in  the  East  Ward,  and  34  in  the  West  Ward.

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Infantile  Mortality. — There  were  8  deaths  among  children 
under  twelve  months,  half  the  number  of  the  previous  year  ;  rate,  64 
per  1,0(X)  births  ;  1924,  128.  There  was  a  decrease  of  40  on  the  average 
for  the  past  ten  years.  They  occurred  :  3  in  the  East  Ward  and  5 
in  the  West  Ward.  During  the  first  month  of  life  62  per  cent,  of  th6 
total  infantile  deaths  occurred  ;  1924,  37  per  cent.,  37  per  cent..  living 
only  two  days  and  under  ;  1924,  18  per  cent.  In  5  cases  the  parents 
were  sole  occupants.  In  2  cases  the  house  was  shared  by  the  mother’s 
parents.  In  1  case  two  families  shared  the  household.  2  of  the 
children  were  first  born,  2  second  born,  1  sixth  born,  1  tenth  born, 
and  2  eleventh  born. 


The  causes  of  death  were  :  Debility  from  Birth,  3  ;  Premature 
Birth,  3  ;  Acute  Gastritis,  1  ;  Capillary  Bronchitis,  1 . 

There  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  children  under  twelve  months. 


There  were  11  deaths  among  people  under  15  years,  as  compared 
with  29  in  1924.

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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — -The  district  nurse  acted  as 
Health  Visitor.  There  were  47  meetings  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
held  at  the  Council  Offices  on  Thursday  afternoons  at  3  p.m.  The 
average  weekly  attendance  was  15.  The  number  of  first  visits  paid 
to  infants  under  12  months  was  110,  re-visits,  169;  visits  paid  to 
children  1  to  5  years,  303.  First  visits  to  expectant  mothers,  29  ; 
re-visits,  8.  Ante-natal  attendances  at  the  Clinic,  34. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  look  after  this  work  was  the  members 
of  the  Council,  with  four  ladies  co-opted  from  the  Ladies’  Committee 
of  the  Sick  Nursing  Association. 


During  the  year  alterations  were  made  in  the  room  in  which  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held,  which  has  proved  of  benefit  to  those  who 
attend,  and  will  facilitate  greater  efficiency  in  the  work.

Provision  of  Milk  for  Necessitous  Cases— During  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year  the  District  Nurse  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of 
this  work.  Supplies  of  milk  were  granted  to  46  persons  ;  1924,  32  ; 
1923,  26.  One  pint  per  day  was  received  by  41  applicants,  14  pints 
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to  two  applicants,  and  2  pints  to  throe  applicants.  Enquiries  as  to 
means  were  made  in  each  case,  and  supervision  exercised  during  the 
continuance  of  the  supplies.  Total  milk  supplied,  711  gallons;  1924, 
297  gallons. 

There  were  40  deaths  among  people  over  60  years  of  age  ;  1924,  29- 
Of  these  18  were  between  70  and  80  years  ;  1924,  10  and  5  were  over 
80  years. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — There  were  no  deaths  from  the  seven 
principle  Zymotic  diseases,  namely  :  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea.

Public  Health  and  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1912. — At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  40  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  on  the 
register,  20  males  and  20  females.  During  the  year  6  new  cases  were 
reported,  4  males  and  2  females  ;  1924,  13.  They  occurred,  2  in  the 
East  Ward  and  4  in  the  West  Ward.  Three  of  the  cases  were  after¬ 
wards  certified  as  not  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  One  case  removed 
into  the  district  from  an  adjoining  township.  Their  ages  ranged  from 
6  to  51  years. 
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Occupations  :  2  school,  1  domestic,  1  dressmaker,  1  collier  and  1 
gardener.  Three  cases  received  institutional  treatment.  There 
were  3  deaths  registered,  2  males  and  1  female  ;  1924,  5  deaths,  rate 
0*401  per  1,000  ;  1924,  0*701.  Case  mortality,  75  per  1,000  ;  case 
incidence  0*8  per  1,000  ;  1924,  1*8. 

Tubercular  diseases  other  than  Pulmonary  accounted  for  9 
notifications,  3  males  and  6  females  ;  1924,  13.  They  occurred,  5  in 
the  East  Ward  and  4  in  the  West  Ward.  Their  ages  ranged  from 
3  to  77  years.  Two  of  the  cases  were  among  children  of  school-going 
age.  One  case  removed  into  the  district,  and  1  proved  to  be  wrongly 
notified.  There  was  1  death  registered  ;  rate,  0*13  ;  1924,  0*42.  Case 
mortality,  28*5  per  1,000. 

Respiratory  diseases  other  than  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
Whooping  Cough  caused  6  deaths  ;  1924,  16  ;  Pneumonia  4, 

Bronchitis  1,  and  from  other  respiratory  diseases  1.  Two  of  the  deaths 
were  of  people  over  70  years  of  age,  and  1  of  a  child  of  three  months. 
They  occurred,  4  in  the  East  Ward  and  2  in  the  West  Ward.  Death 
rate  0*8  ;  1924,  2*2.  Percentage  to  total  deaths,  8  ;  1924,  18*7. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  4  notifications  received,  occurring 
3  in  the  second  quarter  and  1  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year.  Two 
cases  were  notified  from  one  household.  They  were  all  of  children  of 
school  going  age.  The  incidence  rate  was  0*5,  1924,  1*5.  There  were 
no  deaths. 

Diphtheria  accounted  for  6  notifications,  1  in  the  East  Ward  and 
5  in  the  West  Ward  occurring,  1  in  Chilom  Street,  2  Sandy  Lane,  2 
Linden  Avenue,  and  1  Smith  Road.  They  were  distributed  throughout 
the  year,  1  in  February,  1  in  March,  1  in  May,  1  in  July,  and  2  in  October. 
Five  of  the  cases  were  between  the  ages  of  5  and  8  years,  and  1  16  years. 
Antitoxic  Serum  was  provided  ;  one  throat  swab  was  taken  ;  one  case 
was  treated  in  hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  ;  incidence  rate,  0*8  ; 
1924,  0*98. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Two  cases  were  reported  occurring  in  the 
West  Ward,  one  in  February  and  1  in  April.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  this  cause. 

Erysipelas. — Four  notifications  were  received,  2  in  each  Ward  ; 
2  in  March,  1  in  April,  and  1  in  May.  Incidence  rate,  0*5  ;  1924,  0*84. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Acute  Polio-encephalitis. — There  was  1  case  notified  from  the 
East  Ward  in  the  month  of  July,  a  child  of  five  years,  which  ended 
fatally.  Death  rate,  0*1. 
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Influenza. — There  were  3  deaths  registered  from  this  cause, 
occurring  2  in  March  and  1  in  September.  The  age  distribution  was 
64  to  71  years.  They  occurred  1  in  the  East  Ward  and  2  in  the  West 
Ward.  Death  rate,  0-4.  The  Loch  Street  Council  and  Wesleyan 
Schools  were  closed  from  19th  February  to  25th  February  for  this 
cause. 

Maternal  Mortality. — There  was  1  death  registered  associated 
with  child  birth  occurring  in  the  East  Ward.  The  maternal  mortality 
rate  per  1,000  births  was  8.  There  was  1  death  due  to  Puerperal  Sepsis 
in  1921. 

Cancer,  Malignant  Disease. — The  number  of  deaths  registered 
from  this  cause  was  11,2  males  and  9  females.  They  occurred  6  in  the 
East  Ward  and  5  in  the  West  Ward.  Their  ages  ranged  from  48  to 
72  years  ;  death  rate  1-53  per  1,000.  The  11  deaths  represent  14*6 
per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  following  table  shows  the  Cancer  and  Malignant  Diseases

Hospital  Accommodation. — There  is  no  hospital  within  the  town¬ 
ship,  but  the  district  is  favourably  situated,  and  well  served  by  general 
and  specialised  hospitals.  The  need  of  an  isolation  hospital  for  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  is  one  of  the  sanitary  requirements  recognised  by  the 
Council.  Orrell  is  one  of  the  townships  combined  under  a  County 
Council  Order  for  the  provision  of  a  joint  Smallpox  Hospital. 

Hospitals  Available. 

Royal  Albert  Edward  Infirmary,  Wigan. — General  cases,  children’s 
diseases,  orthopaedic,  venereal,  operative  parturient  cases, 
and  eye,  ear  and  throat  cases. 
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Billinge  Infirmary. — Maternity  and  general  cases. 

Wigan  Fever  Hospital.- — -Infectious  cases  in  exceptional  circum¬ 
stances. 

Tubercular  Cases  suitable  for  institutional  treatment  are  arranged 
for  under  the  County  Council  scheme. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  upland 
surface  water,  derived  from  two  sources.  The  main  source  is  from  a 
reservoir  at  Bispham  by  contract  from  the  County  Borough  of  Wigan. 
A  few  years  ago  this  source  did  not  prove  sufficient  for  the  needs  of 
the  district,  and  a  temporary  supply  was  procured  from  the  Upholland 
District  Council.  During  the  past  year  a  constant  supply  was  main¬ 
tained,  and  it  was  of  good  quality.  The  supply  is  direct  to  the  houses 

Possibilities  of  contamination  are  remote. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. — No  action  taken. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage.— The  whole  district  delivers  the  sewage 
into  the  main  sewer  by  gravitation,  by  tile  pipes  underground,  with 
its  outfall  at  Gathurst,  into  the  Wigan  Main  Sewer.  A  few  isolated 
houses  and  farms  are  not  connected.  They  are  supplied  by  cesspools 
and  are  acting  satisfactorily.  The  sewers  were  flushed  periodically. 
They  are  in  good  condition  and  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the 
district. 

Closet  Accommodation.— Privy  closets  and  ashpits  are  the 
conveniences  provided  for  the  majority  of  the  older  houses  in  the  dis¬ 
trict.  Where  structural  defects  arise  conversion  to  the  water  carriage 
system  is  insisted  upon.  All  newly  erected  houses  are  provided  with 
water  closets  and  movable  dust  bins.  One  privy  closet  was  demolished 
and  18  fresh  water  closets  provided,  17  of  which  were  for  new  houses 
certified.  During  the  past  five  years  18  privy  closets  were  converted,, 
and  there  were  29  houses  at  which  movable  ashbins  were  substituted 
for  fixed  receptacles.  There  were  132  new  fresh  water  closets  provided,. 
97  of  which  were  for  new  houses.  Conversion  is  one  of  the  sanitary 
requirements  of  the  district.  Scavenging  was  carried  out  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  Council,  the  carting  being  let  out  by  contract. 
I  he  work  was  performed  in  the  day  time.  The  refuse  was  removed 
to  the  Council’s  tip,  and  some  was  utilised  by  the  farmers  on  their  land. 
There  is  no  destructor  provided.  The  work  was  carried  out  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  manner.
